In the Athabasca diatrict, ac- 
cording to the geological survey 
reports, there is 4,700,000,000 
tons of pure bitumen, Trinidad 
has supplied 85 per cent, of the 
bitumen used. in tha United 
States. The supply from that 
source has been about 80,000 
tonsa year. The first pavement 
was laid in Newark in 1870 and 
for many years afterward very 
little paving was dona, _Sup- 
pose the supply has been 80,000 
tons a year for 30 years, 
basca could have supplied the 
amount and still have left 4,500,- 
000,000 tons.
